Assistant Attorney General 
Victor R. Hansen, in charge of 
the anti-trust division, said in 
a statement: 

“A substantial victory over | 
the disease of polio was won 
when the success of Salk vac- 
cine was announced in 1955. 
In the distribution and sale of 
this vaccine which is so vital 
to safeguard the health of the 
nation, we must be ever-alert 
to insure that there is no col- 
lusion among producers to 
raise or maintain prices at ar- 
tificial levels. 

Details of Charges. 

“The indictment returned 
today charges that vaccine 
producers have combined to 
submit uniform bids to public 
agencies, to adopt non-compe- 
tive terms and conditions of 
sale, and to establish uniform 
pricing methods. Price-fixing 
activities involving such a sig- 
nificant industry and such 
substantial sales require crim- 
inal action by the department.” 

The anti-trust laws provide 
fines up to $50,000 in the case 
of violations by corporations. 
The five drug companies were 
charged with violating two sec- 
tions of the Sherman Anti-trust 
Act. 

A spokesman for Merck & 
Co. said at Rahway: “Merck 
did not violate the anti-trust 
law.” The company’s polio 
“pricing decisions were made 
independently in conformity 
with the law and the public 
interest,” he said. 

At Detroit, Parke-Davis said 
“We have never conspired with 
other manufacturers to fix or 
control the price or the mar- 
ket for this or any other

ARMY DEMANDS 
SPEEDIER WORK 


UN TRANSPORTS 


WASHINGTON, May 12 (UP) | 
—The Army publicly demanded | 
today that the Air Force and | 
Navy step up development of 
high-speed planes and ships for 
rushing troops overseas to de- 
feat Communist aggression. 


It said there was an “increas- 
ing threat of limited wars” and 
an “alarming lack” of trans- 
port for atomic-armed ground 
forces which could stamp out 
such conflicts before they 
spread. 

The Army called for planes 
that could carry 700 troops 
4000 miles in eight hours. It 
said converted aircraft carriers 
could be used for moving whole 
convoys of trucks and other 
equipment. 

The service did not specify 
any particular trouble spots 
where it expected aggression.

A Metropolitan Asset 


Is the Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer District 
proving to be a worthwhile tool for tackling 


The question is 
appointment of a board of freeholders em- 
powered to propose a similar area-wide ap- 
proach to such matters as public transpor- 
tation, zoning, industrial development, prop- 
erty assessment and civil defense, among 
others. 

In a sense the Sewer District is a labora- 
tory demonstration of the efficacy and prac- 
ticality of the metropolitan idea. Has it 
worked? 

In our judgment the answer is. Yes. 

Legal, personnel and other difficulties ham- 
pered the District in its early stages and 
brought down on it thunderous criticism from 
those whose drainage problems were not 
solved overnight. Much of that early crit- 
icism was justified—especially when it was 
directed toward the District’s slow reaction 
to the needs and will of the people living 
in the foul, unsanitary Maline Creek water- 
shed. Flies, mosquitoes and other disease 
carriers breeding in the creek menaced a 
wide part of the metropolitan district. 

Even so, these difficulties represented fail- 
ures not of the basic concept behind the 
District but rather in its implementation. The 
plain facts of nature and geography in the 
St. Louis area dictated the metropolitan ap- 
proach to sewers. Water flows down hill. 
Most of St. Louis county is on high ground 
that drains through the city, and the natural 
watersheds through which this flow chan- 
nels itself ignore political boundaries. 


> > * 


On their own neither the City of St. Louis 
nor the various St. Louis county commu- 
nities could tame these watersheds because 
their powers were limited by geography. A 
single agency like the Sewer District had to 
control an entire drainage area. Without 
watershed control, Maline Creek would not 
have been tamed in 100 years. 

Happily, Maline Creek is in the process 
of being subdued by modern engineering in 
the form of a $1,700,000 trunk sewer. A 
separate subdistrict has been created in the 
Maline Creek watershed, and the cost of the 
sewer is being carried only by those who will 
benefit directly from it. 

Since the District assumed full jurisdiction 
over the area’s sewers in January 1956, it has 
received petitions from citizens calling for the 
formation of some 84 other subdistricts for 
financing sanitary sewers and 107 petitions 
for stormwa‘er subdistricts. 

A total of 39 sanitary subdistricts has 
been created, and in many of them contracts 
for engineering have been signed. Among 
them is the Creve Coeur-Frontenac subdis- 
trict where a $2,700,000 trunk is in the 
works. A $6,000,000 trunk in the Coldwater 
Creek watershed and a $3,845,000 sewer in 
the Gravois Creek drainage area are in the 
bond issue stage. Thirteen stormwater dis- 
tricts have been formed. 

° * * 


Without the metropolitan district these 
problems undoubtedly still would be un- 
solved. At best they would have been sub- 
jected to piecemeal attack with ineffective 
results. 

This is not to say that the District is a 
perfect political mechanism or that its pol- 
icies have been free of error. There is a 
general feeling among many of those who 
have followed District operations that it 
ought to be closer to the people, that its six- 
member Board of Trustees ought to be 
elected rather than appointed. 

When this has been said, however, there 
is no denying that the District is making real 
headway on a job no other agency of local 
government in either city or county could 
even begin to touch. Time is proving the 
people were right in creating this first metro- 
politan device. As sewers needed to be han- 
died on a metropolitan basis) so other prob- 
lems transcending municipal boundaries will 
have to be tackled on the same basis in the 
future.

Wrong Kind of Foreign ‘Aid’ 

Every few weeks we get a letter arguing for 
the return of assets seized in World War II to 
their former German owners. Other news- 
papers get similar letters, and no doubt mem- 
bers of Congress get even more of them. So 
it is interesting that most of the writers harp 
on the “injustice” which will be done to “‘it- 
tle” Germans unless the United States dis- 
gorges their “property.” 

These people, we are told, were deprived 
of small inheritances or of a few shares of 
stock representing their life savings. Little 
is said about the big German corporations, 
potentially the chief beneficiaries. It is hard 
to work up sympathy for, say, I. G. Farben or 
Krupp. It is easy to bleed for the little 


people, many of whom probably did not want

There will be a temptation to exploit this 
success by pushing the Russians another step 
backward—for example, by demanding that 
technical talks also be held on other phases 
of disarmament in addition to nuclear tests. 
A plausible case can be made for the argu- 
ment that while the experts are discussing 
an inspection system for a suspension of nu- 
clear tests they might as well study inspec- 
tion for a cessation of nuclear weapons pro- 
duction or for reductions in conventional 
armaments. 

But such a reply, it seems to us, would be 
a serious mistake. Western insistence upon 
tying many difficult problems together in a 
disarmament “package” is one of the prin- 
cipal factors in the stalemate. If the West 
now insists on a “package” study of all in- 
spection problems, it will give the Russians 
an excuse for prolonging the stalemate. 

The essential thing is to make a start, and 
technical talks on one aspect of the problem 
alone — that of suspending nuclear tests — 
should be accepted without strings as one 
way of getting started. It may not be the 
best way, but compromise is necessary for 
agreement and just now the most important 
thing is to agree on something. If the tech- 
nical conferences paved the way for an 
agreed suspension of nuclear tests this sum- 
mer, a long step would have been taken 
toward the settlement of other disputed is- 
sues in the future. 


Scrimping on the Children 


The reduction of an already meager allot- 
ment in aid to dependent ehildren for the re- 
maining two months of the fiscal year speaks 
poorly for Missouri. It was made necessary 
by reduced appropriations, and amounts to 
about 7 per cent, according to Welfare Direc- 
tor Carter. For the average family with three 
children it is estimated the monthly check 
will now total $88. This is less than $1 
a day to pay all a child’s expenses. Anyone 
who has ever taken care of a child will be 
able to determine for himself how feasible 
that is. 

Reduction of aid below the levels at which 
they will do what they are supposed to do sets 
up a vicious circle. Authorities already pressed 
for money become increasingly resistant to 
putting new names on the rolls. Desertions 
by one or both parents increase as it becomes 
harder and harder to get by. | 

Missouri is not a poor state, Missourians are 
not unfeeling toward their neighbors. If 
money has to be saved somewhere, at least we 
can avoid taking it out on the children. 


Main Street to Bond Street 


Is there a conspiracy afoot in Britain to 
merge the American conception of the Eng- 
lishman and the English conception of the 
American into one common character so amal- 
gamated that he would be equally at home in 
London and in New York? Two recent 
dispatches from London give rise to this 
suspicion. 

Conspiracy or no conspiracy, it is gratifying 
to learn that England’s most popular cartoon- 
ist, the urbane Osbert Lancaster of the widely- 
read Daily Express, has developed a pléasing 
common denominator of an American to por- 
tray. This new brand’ of American replaces 
his loud, bulgy, cigar-in-corner-of-the-mouth 
boobus Americanus. He is a very different 
stereotype — slim, quiet and conservatively 
dressed. This new version of the American 
comes close enough to the bowler-hatted, um- 
brella-carrying Britisher to nourish richly the 
thought that before long there may be little 
distinction between the two. 

And it is really rather flattering to learn 
that the authoritative British magazine and 
fashion institution, Tailor and Cutter, has de- 
cided that an American, a Minnesota con- 
tractor, is to receive its annual Dandy award 
for “the most glamorous garment” to be 
made by Britain’s smartest tailors. The ultra- 
slick garment is a coat with finger-tip-length 
cape, deep pockets but no sleeves—a piece of 
apparel much affected by the dudes of Queen 
Victoria’s day. London tailors, highly pleased 
with the Dandy award, predict the caped coat 
is now on its way back. 

Who would dream that an American could 
influence to such an extent what Bond street 
tailors conceive of a$ being in “the glass of 
fashion and the mold of form?” A fox-hunt- 
ing squire or a retired Col. Blimp—but not 
an American, unless, of course, there is intent 
to show American and Englishman have prog- 
ressed to thinking alike on the fashionable. 
If all this be conspiracy, let it proceed even 
to the point where hot dog and hamburger 
are interchangeable with fish-and-chips.

Atoms for Peace vs. Atoms for War 
The First Remains Only a Slogan, New Mexico Senator Tells Colleagues 


From a Senate Speech 


by Clinton P. Anderson 


When the administration an- 
nounced its atoms-for-peace program 
highlighted by the President’s ad- 
dress to the United Nations in 1953, 
the idea caught the imagination of 
the people of the world, It seemed 
to offer an escape from the horrors 
of nuclear war. It was an appealing 
slogan. 


But what has happened in the 414 
years since that announcement? 
Has the promise of developing the 
atom for peaceful 
purposes been ful- 
filled in the eyes 


The Mirror of the world? 
I say that those 
of possibilities have 
. os not been accom- 
Public Opinion jjished. 1 recog- 
nize that more 


than 50 bilateral 
agreements for peacetime exchange 
of information have been made. But 
most of those agreements are paper 
agreements and are not backed up 
by substance. 


I recognize the fact that the Inter- 
national Atomic Energy Agency has 
been established. But this is an or- 
ganizational structure and I know 
of no solidly defined program for 
this international agency. 


Big Failure in Reactors 


Possibly one of the most important 
areas in which atoms for peace have 
failed has been in the field of de- 
veloping full-scale atomic reactors 
for the production of electrical 
energy. 


Atomic Energy Committee hear- 
ings held in the fall of 1957 brought 
out the repeated complaint from in- 
dustry representatives that there was 
no clear-cut program in this field, 
short range, long range, domestic or 
international. All of these witnesses 
called upon the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission to formulate and place be- 
fore them a well-defined electrical 
energy-producing atomic program. 


There is a dire need in the com- 
munity of European nations for addi- 
tional electrical power sources. Th 
are anxious to develop atomic power 
stations. But our lagging program 
at home has made us incapable of 
exporting to them the technology to 
build atomic power reactors in com- 
petition with the British. 


If we had advanced our atoms-for- 
peace program in the field of reactor 
technology, as advocated in the 
Gore-Holifield bill, we would have 
been far along the road to exporting 
successful atomic-power reactors to 
the power-hungry European nations. 
These nations need electric power 
much more than'they need atomic- 
hydrogen weapons.

His legislative proposal, 
which is naw before the Joint Com- 
mittee on Atomic Energy, would 
make it possible for us to create 
atomic-hydrogen-bomb capability in 
other nations. 

The legislation makes it possible 
for us to transfer the compdnent 
parts of atomic-hydrogen weapons. 
The legislation permits the transfer 
of U-235, and plutonium for the 
purpose of making the heart of 
atomic-hydrogen weapons. The leg- 
islation permits the transfer of weap- 
on-design information so that other 
nations may have the blueprints nec- 
essary to construct both nuclear and 
non-nuclear parts of bombs. The 
legislation permits the transfer of 
weapon delivery systems for atomic- 
hydrogen weapons. 

Included in this category could be 
atomic cannons, missiles, planes, and 
submarines. 

The legislation goes further. It 
takes away from the Congress its 
present power to restrict the transfer 
of atomic weapons and atomic-weap- 
on information to other nations and 
places that important power in the 
hands of the Chairman of the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission, the Secre- 
tary of Defense, and the President. 
The recommendations of the two for- 
mer appointed officials, when ap- 
proved by the President, could trans- 
fer atomic-hydrogen weapons with- 


out the consent of a majority of the 
Congress. 

i wish to note that Admiral 
Strauss wears three hats. If the 
matter were to be referred to the 
National Security Council, Admiral 
Strauss, as an adviser of the Nation- 
al Security Council, could prevail 
upon the Council to approve it. If 
it were submitted to the personal ad- 
viser on atomic-energy matters to 
the President, then the Admiral, who 
is the personal adviser to the Presi- 
dent on atomic-energy matters, could 
tell the President it was all right. 
If it were referred to the Atomic 
Energy Commission, then Admiral 
Strauss, who is the Chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, could 
give his approval to it. 

So we see that the administration 
advocated an atoms-for-peace pro- 
gram in 1953 but in 1958 they seem 
more interested in sending atomic 
and hydrogen 
bombs to Euro- 
pean nations than 
in developing the 
technology for as- 
sisting them to 
convert the atom 
for peacetime 
uses. 

I say that we 
should have a 
technology pro- 
gram at home 
which would en- 
able us to make effective an atoms- 
for-peace program and would make 
it possible for us to export peace- 
time atomic equipment instead of 
atomic-hydrogen weapons. 

We are made to appear as war- 
mongers in the eyes of the other 
nations because of our failure to 
really develop atoms for peace and 
because of our stupidity in answering 
the propaganda charges of Khrush- 
chevy, The real answer to Khrush- 
chev will be the development of a 
program of atoms for peace and not 
for the extension of atomic-hydrogen 
weapons to irresponsible nations.

Pauling, Nobel 
prize-winning chemist, vester- 
day atcused Wr. Willard Libby 
and Dr. Edward Teller of mak- 
ing “dishonest, untrue and mis- 


leading statements” on radia- 
tion from nuclear tests. 
Pauling, appearing on NBC 


television’s “Meet the Press,” 
was in turn accused of having 
been “tainted .. ewith a.rathe 
prolonged record of assdciation 
with Communist 
causes” and of having “always 


efronts and 


rather mouthed the Communist 
point of view.” 

Pauling denied these charges 
and challenged his questioner, 
Frank Coniff of the Hearst 
newspapers, to prove them. 

Pauling said it-was possible, 
as a Senate committee spokes- 
man once said, that the Com- 
munists sometimes followed 
“Dr. Pauling’s line” but that 
if that were true he was not 
aware of it. 

Pauling charged that Libby 
and Teller, acting as spokesmen 
for the Atonic Energy Commis- 
sion. “mislead the American 
public” in arguing for con- 
tinued nuclear tests. However, 
Pauling said, their startements 
do not argue with the facts 
presented by himself and other 
scientists who want nuclea! 
tests stopped 

“Dr. Libby always talks about 
a small percentage increase (‘in 
radiation effects), whereas 
talk about the ten thousand or 
the hundred thousand or the 
million seriously defective 
children who will be born or 
the 10,000 people who will die 


each vear of leukemia or bone 
cancer,” Pauling said.+ “These 
are just the same facts de- 
scribed in two different ways.” 

Asked if the Government 
must not consider more than 
the humane standpoint and 
continue testing for such pur- 
poses as producing clean wea- 
pons, Pauling replied 

“This is just a fraud, this 
clean weapon business The 
United States isn't manufac 
turing clean weapons and put- 
ting them into our stockpile 
hecause dirty weapons are fol 
more etticient 

“In fact, if the people in the 
military and the AEC and the 
Commander -in- Chief himsel! 


were to start stockpiling clean 
weapons now, they would be 
guilty of malfeasance in office 
because they have the job ol 
protecting the nation.”

(Dem.), Illinois, a professional

It turned in a driveway and 
stopped. The mailman got off, riffled through some let- 
ters, dropped two in a box, and mounted his iron pony.

| Fowler, the one and only 
mailman in Sea Bright, 
N. J. 

Mr. Fowler is 49 and 
handsome, He has broad 
gleaming teeth, a deep 
tan, sun-squinted blue 
eyes, and gray hair that 
peeks from under the 
faded blue cap. He has 
been delivering mail in 
this village since he got 
out of Temple University 
in 1931. There are 1023 
persons here and Mr. 
Fowler knows all of them 
and knew their fathers 
and mothers, too. 

He is disappointed. 
Marvin has pride and in- 
telligence and he wanted 
to reach for enormous 
success. Someone offered 
him a few weeks’ work at the post office in depression 
days, atld he began to reach for security. This, he feels, 
is a mistake. 

Mr. Fowler is one of 14 children. When Marvin was 
born. the doctor charged $15. Mrs. Fowler paid it at the 
rate of 50 cents a week. Most of the Fowlers remained in 
and around Sea Bright, which is a fishing resort on the 
second knuckle of a finger of land called Sandy Hook. 
Today there are more Fowlers than fish.

The village is three and a quarter miles long 
and averages 400 feet wide. Mr. Fowler and his 
scooter ranges all of it. His day starts at 7 a.m. 
He goes*to the post office, which is next to Sulli- 
van’s Sylvan Sanctuary for Thirsty Souls, and he 
sorts the morning mail. Two clerks—Harry John- 
son and Gilbert Boyer—also sort mail. The post- 
master, John J. Pignally, arrives a little later. 


By 8:30, they have sorted an average of 5000 pieces 
of mail and an equal amount of “junk mail,” which is 
advertising and soliciting. At that time, Mr. Fowler loads 
his little bathtub, climbs aboard, and starts down South 
Beach, pausing to drop mail at Cy and Art’s Store, the 
Peninsula House, Goldberg's Drug Store, the bank, Fow- 
ler's Hardware Store, John Keenan's Lovely Lounge for 
Lonesome Souls, Jack Ryan's old hotel and down through 
the bungalows to the south. 


AT 10:45, MARVIN IS BACK at the post office for 
the North Beach mail. He picks it up, makes his de- 
liveries to the Ship Ahoy Motel, the William Keeler Guest 
House, the Edward Shea home, and on down to Highland 
Beach. At 1 p.m. Mr. Fowler is sitting in Charlotte’s 
Lunch Room on a stool and bending over a beef stew or 
Eggs a la Sea Bright, which is to say, plain. 

‘After lunch, he put-putts back to the post office, picks 
up the mail for West Park, which is really a part of Rum- 
son, N.J., and delivers it and is ready to quit at 3:30 p.m. 
The scooter eases the job somewhat. He used to pedal 
a bike, but the legs began to falter and he paid $410 
for a Cushman Eagle. 


His Congressman, James C. Auchincloss, heard 

about it and got Marvin a post office allowance of 
a dollar a day for the scooter. Still, Marvin thinks 
of himself as less of a success than he would like 
to be. We started at $1150 a year in the post 
office. He now earns $4710. 
. He owns his own home on South Beach, It 
is pine-paneled and he rents a part of it for $4500 
a year. He owns 40 boat slips on the Shrewsbury 
and these bring $2500, Mrs. Fowler is a book- 
keeper and gets $2600. Total: $14,310 a year for 
the failure. 


His life here has been prosaic, with few e¢stasies. 
Once he found an open letter to a lady from her hus- 
band. It said that he was ending it all and walking into 
the sea. Mr. Fowler ran for the police—too late. In 27 
years, the mailman has been bitten by dogs six times. 

He believes that if you forget to deliver a letter to 
a house, you should not go back. The residents will never 
forget that you forgot them and they will greet you ever 
after with the question: “You haven't forgotten any mail 
for us, have you?” Another thing he has learned is never 
to make jokes about mail. Never say: “Here’s a check 
for you,” because, if it turns out to be a check, the re- 
cipient feels that you are reading his mail. 

In the war, he enlisted as a private, came home a 
lieutenant. This, he felt, was real success until he met 
a fisherman on the street. “How come,” the man said, 
“that these other kids got stripes on their sleeves and 
you ain't got none?”

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Imperialist Buchwald Heads for Russia 


He Tells of Difficulties Overcome in Planning Trip, Including Wife's ‘No’ 
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COLUMNIST ART BUCHWALD, LIKE ANY TOURIST, TOOK ALONG HIS CAMERA ON HIS TRIP TO RUSSIA, HERE IN MOSCOW, HE 


Editor’s Note: Believing 
that the Russian people 
have never actually had a 
chance to see in the flesh 
the type of bloated pluto- 
crat pictured by Soviet car- 
toonists, Art Buchwald took 
steps to remedy this lack. 
Richly accoutred and laden 
with fine viands, he spent 
three weeks tooling about 
behind the iron curtain in @ 
1958 chauffeur-driven lim- 
ousine. This is the first of 
series on his trip.

AMONG THE MANY scien- 
tific questions still left unan- 
swered during this great Inter- 
national Geophysical Year was: 
“Could an American in a chauf- 
fer-driven car with torqueflight 
transmission, hemispherical 
combustion, full-time co-axial 
power steering, oriflow shock 
absorbers, total contact braking 
and an automatically lighted 
glove compartment drive from 
Paris to Moscow without being 
arrested?”

Fuchs. For one thing, Fuchs 
did not have to apply for 
visa from the Russians, and, 
for another, his wife appar- 
ently did not try to stop him 
from going. 


In fairness to the Russians, 
it must be said that permission 
to go to the Soviet Union was 
obtained far more easily from 
the Russians than it was from 
our wife. Our wife has always 
been noted for her capitalistic 
tendencies. Since she reads 
nothing but the bourgeois 
press, she was afraid we might 
be filling Soviet salt shakers 
for the next 20 years. 


For a month there was much 
hemming and hawing over our 
visa application. Our wife 
hemmed; the Russians hawed. 
Finally, through the good 
graces of a Paris travel agent 
named C. F. Bertoncini, and 
after several telegrams and 
telephone calls to Moscow, the 
visa was granted. 

“If the Russians say da,” 
we told our wife, “you can’t 
very well say nyet.” 

She said nyet and a lot more, 
but her aggressive anti-tour- 
ist policies were finally sup- 
pressed when we promised, if 
she would let us g0, we 
wouldn't write any more about 
the counter-revolutionary hooli- 
ganism of our three children. 

For a traveling companion, 
we chose a screen-writer named 
Peter Stone. Mr. Stone's qual- 
ifications for such a trip were 
excellent. He holds the record 
for getting through the Louvre 
Museum in less than six min- 
utes. He was the first man to 
study the Winged Victory stat- 
ue and declare: “It will never

fly,” Besides, he was a patsy 
at gin rummy and we saw no 
harm in making a few bucks 
while we were on the road. 

Since we were going as 
American imperialists, the per- 
fect car to travel in was a 
Chrysler Imperial. The Chrys- 
ler people were delighted to 
give us one of their latest mod- 
els. They hadn't been able to 
test their cars on Russian 
roads and they were interested 
to find out if their latest tran- 
sistorized electro-touch tuner 
radio (with rear-seat speaker, 
power antenna and foot con- 
trol) would be able to pick up 
the Voice of America. 

They provided us with a 
chauffeur, Mr. Jorn van den 
Bergh, a Belgian who spoke 
Russian and who was also a 
qualified mechanic. 


Insurance was another 
problem. Most Western in- 
surance companies were re- 
luctant to insure the car, as 
they felt that in case of an 
accident there would be some 
difficulty in winning a law 
suit with an all-Russian jury. 
But finally Lloyd’s of Lon- 
don said they would take the 
risk, and if necessary the 
rubles, in the event the Im- 
perial did not make it back. 


Although the Russians gave | 


us a visa for 21 days, the 
Czechs and Poles would only 
give us 48-hour transit visas. 

We pointea out to the Czech 
and Polish Cunsuls in Paris 
that it sometimes take 48 
hours just to drive from the 
Are de Triomphe to the Place 
de la Concorde.

WASHINGTON, May 12. 
EVERYONE in this country 
must have been concerned at 


the demonstration in § Peru 
against the United States and 
Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon, who is our goodwill 
ambassador. 

It has been no secret, of 
course, that there was anti- 
American feeling in Peru and 
that it would be seized upon 
and played up by the Commu- 
nists at the time of Mr. Nixon's 
visit. 


But it certainly was not wise 
for the Vice President to go 
against the advice of the peo- 
ple who knew the area and 
begged him not to try and keep 
his appointment at the univer- 
sity. Like all young men, how- 
ever, he wanted to prove his 
courage. This is understand- 
able but sometimes leads to un- 
fortunate results, 


In this case, we must be 
thankful that a cut and a 
chipped tooth on the part 
of someone in the party were 
the only physically harmful 
results. 


The demonstration certainly 
will not make people here feel 
any more kindly disposed to- 
ward the Communist element 
in Peru, but I hope it will not 
affect the fundamental friend- 
ship existing between our two 
countries. And I am quite sure

NEW YORK, May 12. 
IRVING BERLIN, America’s most beloved songwriter, 
celebrated his seventieth birthday yesterday and he is still 


actively composing what may be tomerrow’s favorite love 
songs. 


“Rock and roll music,” 
he said in an interview, 
“has lasted longer than 
I expected. But it will 
eventually die out as did 


“Certainly the songs of 
Jerome Kern, Cole Por- 
ter, ‘Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein, Gershwin and 
dozens of others who 
have written what we in 
the trade call ‘standards’ 
will be sung long after 
rock and roll is for- 
gotten.” 4 

The list of Irving Ber- 
lin standards is awe- 
inspiring: “Alexander's 
Ragtime Band,” “Al- 
ways,” “A Pretty Girl Is 
Like a Melody,” “Blue 
Skies,” “Easter Parade,” 
“How Deep Is _ the 
Ocean,” “Oh How I Hate to Get Up in the Morning,”. 
“There's No Business Like Show Business,” “White 
Christmas.”

Congress voted him a gold medal which was 
presented by President Eisenhow for “God 
Bless America.” He was the seco songwriter 
so honored. George M. Cohan received a medal 
for “Over There” and “Grand Old Flag.” 


Looking as he has for decades, slender, natty in a 
gray silk tie and conservative glen plaid suit, very little 
Gray in his full head of black hair, Berlin granted me 
one @f his rare interviews. 


“THE HIGH SPOT of my so-called career,” he began 
in reply to a question, “was the three and a half years I 
spent with ‘This Is the Army.” 

He appeared in the World War II show in all the 
overseas operations theaters, Europe, North Africa, the 
Southwest Pacific. Berlin gave proceeds from the shew 
and its songs ‘example: “I Left My Heart at the Stage Door 
Canteen”) to Army Emergency Relief. .Warner Brothers 
filmed it and did the same. Army relief collected 
$9,761,000. The “God Bless America” royalties go to the 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, $261,071 at last count. 

A 50-year list put out by his own publishing house 
begins with “Marie From Sunny Italy” of 1907 and winds 
up nearly 300 titles later with “Sayonara,” title tune for 
a movie last year. 

Berlin wrote “Always” as “a wedding present to my 
wife.” She was Ellin Mackay, beautiful daughter of 
Clarence M. Mackay, president of Postal Telegraph Co. 
and a leading Catholic layman. Their marriage in 1926 


filled the gossip columns with reports of the father’s oppo- - 


sition, the Society Register’s dropping of the bride's. name. 

Today after 33 years together, they have three daugh- 
ters, three grandchildren. They keep their comings and 
goings strictly private, although Mrs. Berlin recently made 
the news. She was awarded the top award in Girl Scouting 
after serving the Scouts in various top volunteer posts 
for many years. 

At his desk overlooking Broadway in its Tin Pan Alley 
songwriting region, Berlin has the refreshing habit, for 
a grand old man, of begging repeatedly: “Please don't 
make me sound pompous.” 


He rose like a meteor, a poor boy, one of 
eight children, born in Russia, brought te the 
United States when he was 5. His father, Moses 
Baline, died when Irving (originally it was Isadore) 
was 8. The boy had only two years of New York 
schools. Then he was out leading Blind Sol around 
the bowery, collecting tips for songs, a singing 
waiter in a dive at 16. 


He was 19 when he published “Marie From Sunny 
Italy.” Four years later he wrote “Alexander's Ragtime 
Band.” The next year, at 24, he was making $100,000 writ- 
ing Ziegfield Follies songs, $1000 a week for a vaudeville 
appearance in London, 


“YOU MUST BE an emotional person to write emotional 
songs,” he says today. “They express how you feel at 
certain moments. 

“I couldn’t have written ‘Oh How I Hate to Get Up 
in the Morning’ (World War I, 1917) if I hadn't been at 
Camp Upton hating to get up,” he adds. 

Many of Berlin’s best songs were written for Broad- 
way and the movies. “Out of a situation in a show may 
ceme a situation that applies to you personally,” he says. 

With Sam Harris, he lavished $1,000,000 to build the 
Music Box Theater in 1920. “They said it was built to be 
a monument but it will end up being a tombstone,” he 
recalls shaking his head. 

With his “Say It with Music” as a house theme song, 
and four “Music Box Revues” to launch it, the theater has 
been a success: its mortgage is paid off. 

After so many triumphant years, Berlin finds song- 
writing “very difficult for anyone who has become cau- 
tious, maybe too cautious.” 

“In the old days I wrote every idea, the bad along 
with the good,” he recalls. “Now I have become’a little 
bit afraid. You've got to be so topnotch in a show today.” 

Berlin would never say it, but topnotch in song- 
writing might be defined in terms of his “White Christ- 
mas.” It sold 22,861,282 phonograph records, including 
more than 10,000,000 by Bing Crosby alone.

History of Rings

NEXT MONTH many thou- 
sands of marriages will take 
place. There are marriages in 
every month of the year, but 


June has been a favorite month 


through the centuries. It was 
named fer Juno, the Roman 
goddess who was supposed to 


guard married persons 


The Romans and the ancient 
Hebrews were pioneers in us 
ing rings for weddings. Rings 
existed, however, long before 
they were employed in that 
manner. There were rings in 
ancient Egypt, ancient Greece 
and various other countries 

Rings for fingers have been 
most common, but various 
other rings have played parts 
in human decoration. Rings 
which dangle from the ears or 
circle the arms, legs or neck 
are among the other kinds. The 
present-day necklace seems to 


have had its origin in a large, 
solid ring which was worn 
around the neck. Some persons 
have worn rings on their toes 

In Egypt long ago, rings 


passed as money. There were 
rings of gold and silver. Care

was taken to make sure of 
the exact weight of each one. 
Egyptians used ring money 
before the first known coins 
were minted in Asia minor. 


Signet rings were developed 
in several ancient lands, in- 
cluding Babylonia. They had 
words or designs which repre- 
sented the owners. A ring was 
pressed on a soft substance, 
and the reverse image was 


made. The material hardened, 
and the imprint served as a 
signature. 


It was usual in several lands 
for the monarch to wear a sig- 


net ring Instead of signing 
his name on a “letter, he 
pressed his signet ring on wax 
or clay. 


Signet rings are rare nowa- 
days, but they are used to a 
small extent Now and then 
the initials of the owner are 
pressed on wax which covers 
a part.of the flap of an en- 
velope.
